(Bulletin)— Captain Decker 
of 
the Cruiser Tennessee reported 
to Secretary Daniels early today 
that 
while

Vourlah to Smyrna to make an 
official call, the vessel was fired 
upon. 


Washington, Nov. 18.—The Unit­ 
ed States cruiser Tennessee, or her 
launch— probably 
the 
latter— was 
fired upon yesterday by the Turkish 
forts at Smyrna. 
Captain Benton C. 
Decker, of the cruiser, reporting the 
incident today to the Navy Depart­ 
ment, gave no details of the firing, 
but added that fears had been felt 
for the safety of the American consul­ 
ate. 
While awaiting 
further 
reports 
from Captain Decker and others from 
Ambassador Morgenthau and Consul 
General Horton, officials here have 
two theories. One is that the cruiser 
may have been 
sending 
a 
guard 
ashore to protect the consulate and 
Americans and other foreigners. They 
draw this from 
Captain 
Decker's 
statement that fears had been felt 
for the safety of the consulate. 
The 
other is that Captain Decker had call­ 
ed on Consul General Horton who, af­ 
ter returning the call, was being tak­ 
en back to shore 
by 
the 
cruiser’s 
launch, which may have been return­ 
ing after hours of entry prescribed 
by port officials, which are very strict. 
Before regarding the firing upon the 
American ships as a hostile act of­ 
ficials here are inclined to await fur­ 
ther reports and hold to the belief 
that it might have been a misunder­ 
standing or the act of some local of­ 
ficial, which will be quickly corrected 
in Constantinople. 
The cruiser North Carolina is at 
Beiurut on the coast of Asia Minor, 
about 500 miles away. Acting Secre­ 
tary Landsing called upon Ambassa­ 
dor Morgenthau at Constantinople to 
make a complete investigation. Com­ 
munication, however, between Con­ 
stantinople and the United States is 
very slow. 
Those officials who regard the in­ 
cident as a misunderstanding of some 
kind say that Rad Captain Decker 
been convinced 
that 
the 
Turkish 
forts were firing on his ship as an act 
of hostility, the big fighting machine 
would not have steamed away to the 
harbor of Chios without a further in­ 
cident.

cials at Smyrna, three solid 
shots 
were fired on the boat by the forts. 
American Ambassador Henry Mor­ 
genthau, without investigating 
the 
incident, it is said, immediately order­ 
ed the Tennessee from Turkish waters 
at the request of the Turkish offi­ 
cials.

Gains Made In Belgium and France 


at Every Point Where the Fighting 


Has 
Been 
Important 
During 
the 


Past Two Days— Allies Secure Foot­ 


hold 
Near Saint 
Mihiel-—The Offi­ 


cial Report. 


Paris, Nov. 18,—The announcement 
by the war office that I he allies made 
progress a t every point where the 
fighting has been Important during 
the past two days, since the loss of 
Dlxmude. indicates that the German 
advance has been checked and that 
the plan of General Joffre to push his 
lines ahead, no m atter how slowly, is 
one that takes fully into account tem ­ 
porary checks and incidental reverses. 
The report Is especially cheering to 
the allies because of the fact that the 
Germans 
have 
again 
begun 
their 
forc ing tactics In the region of Ypres, 
which has all along been the center 
of the most severe actions, and that 
the allies have hold their ground, and 
even made more or less marked prog­ 
ress. 
Announcement was also made that 
the allies have been conducting a suc­ 
cessful offensive, particularly against 
the point of the German wedge. Here, 
for the first time, an attack from the 
west by the French troops resulted In 
a German repulse. 
The communique 
! showed that the allies now have a 
foohold In the village of Chauven- 
court, about a mile and a quarter west 
of St. Mihiel, the sole remaining point 
of support left to the Germans on the 
left bank of th* Meuse In this locality. 
Violent cannonading has been resum­ 
ed in the Kheims region, and several 
shells have again fallen In the city. 
German 
army 
headquarters 
gave 
out an official report as follows; “Gen­ 
erally speaking, the day passed quiet­ 
ly in the western arena of the war. To 
the south of Verdun and to the north­ 
east of Cirey the French made sev­ 
eral attacks, which, however, were 
unsuccessful. 
"Operations in the eastern arena 
m ade further favorable progress, but 
detailed reports are not yet at hand."

No Easy Task In Prospect 


Although two m onths’ time must yet elapse before tho next 


le g is la t u r e of Ohio convenes, there are ti ns of thousands of in­ 
dividuals in the state who have already begun to speculate on 
ju>t what the legislative branch of the government will do in 
the way of repealing or vitally changing the so-called Cox laws. 
There are as many, or perhaps more, deeply interested 
students of political and governmental problems outside the 


sta te of Ohio too, w h o are just as busy speculating on t hat vary 
subject as O hio folks are, because tile wonderful progress made 
in the matter of the enactment of humanitarian legislation dur­ 
ing the a d m in istra tio n of Gov. Cox has attracted nation wide 
interest. 
The incoming administration in both the executive and 
legislative branches will come into power with no definite pro­ 
gram of action unless the general promise to “ decentralize'’ 
the appointing power under the state liquor license law and the 
Warnes tax law may be construed as such. 
If the incoming administration 
is under 
any 
pisiform 
promise* at all, it is to enact legislation which will permit each 
county to choose its own liquor license commissioners. 
The unexpected success of the Home Hide amendment to 
the constitution which renders available a vast amount of dry 
territory for saloon purposes and the eonseuent activity of the 
dry forces, has developed a storm cloud on the* horizon which 
threatens grave danger to those who, by legislative enactment, 
make possible the opening of saloons on Sunday. 
In view of conditions at present existing in Ohio that one 
pacific promise of performance in the way of legislative enact* 
meat has become difficult to fulfill. 
The general campaign promises of 
tin* candidates and 
orators to reduce expenses, decrease c o m m i s s i o n s and offices, 
offer still further problems, the solution of which puzzles the 
incoming administration and furnishes subjects for specula­ 
tion among those people who sit back and watch the wheels go 
round. 
The repeal of the Warnes law with its appointive assessor 
provisions, which most people agree that it furnishes tin* only 
method effectual for securing a full return of personal prop­ 
erty, is not likely: to create such intense and immediate dissatis­ 
faction as a vital change in some of the other statutes really 
less important to the people as a w h o le . 
Any change iii the basic principles of the workmen’s com­ 
pensation law which would make possible the return of the 
liability insurance companies to the Ohio field, would subject 
the administration responsible to severe censure while a mater­ 
ial increase in the schedule of compensation awards would meet 
with the violent objection of the men who pay the hills— the 
employers of labor. 
And so on through tin* list. Each specific opportunity for 
• bange, in fulfillment of the general promise, carries with it 
its own particular menace and that too, in face of the fact that 
the state administration now drawing to a close has perhaps 
the largest record of legislative performance in tile history of 
the state. 
The incoming administration cannot sit still and do noth­ 
ing and not many people in Ohio presume or expect that it 
will do so, but just what it will attempt to do and how much 
it will do, and just how it will he done, furnishes an abundance 
of fuel to keep the fires of speculation burning brightly, no 
matter what particular hopes or fears or convictions interested 
To I ks rn ay' entertain. 
The members of the newly elected official family' of Ohio 
now realize fully the vast difference between affirmative official 
action with its attendant responsibilities and unofficial criticism 
without responsibility. 
The task which the incoming administration faces is no 
easy one. 
It will require the best thought and effort of the 
men who have taken upon themselves the responsibility and 
they merit and should receive the support of all good citizens 
while they are engaged in the task of making changes in exist­ 
ing laws. 
The solution of the problem is not made more simple by 
reason of the fact that many elements at war with the interest 
of the people and antagonistic to each other are demanding 
recognition and relief from legislation which meets with their 
especial disfavor.

Mausoleum* 
at 
Oxford 
For 
Long Since Out of Us*. 
In bis book ou "Old Oxford libra 
rics" Strit kla lid Gibson describes the 
old library of Jesus college, built and 
founded by Sir Leollne Jenkins about 
1076, "as a mausoleum for books long 
since dead.” 
"For can any change of scholarship,” 
the author aska, "quicken old Teslatus 
sad raise him from the grave? Will 
any theologian, save out of mere curi­ 
osity, ever pore agaiu over the sixteen 
folio volumes of Alfonso Salmerou? It 
is only by a few antiquaries that the 
old books ure taken from their shelves. 
The undergraduates never enter; in­ 
deed, some have never heard of the 
Old library. 
It is elsewhere, in the 
Undergraduates’ library, that the pres­ 
ent generation seeks learning.” 
Hut even this is not the deadest of 
libraries, for Mr. Gibson describes a 
less frequented one within the pre 
ducts of Christ church: 
"Dr. Richard Allestree, regina pro­ 
fessor of divinity. In 1080 conveyed 
the whole of his books to the universi­ 
ty In trust for the use of successive 
reg I us professors of divinity. The uni 
versify, by the deed of trust, was to 
exercise the rigid of visitation, but uo 
money was left for tho maintenance of 
the library, nor has provision ever been 
made for it. 
In a secluded ('blister 
within a small chamber and a long, 
narrow room paved with red tiles til© 
books, unvisited, pass their dajx in 
dusty desolation aud unbroken j*eace. 
only the professor has the right of 
entry, a right probably exercised but 
seldom by one whose duty It is to in­ 
terpret the living Word and who may 
well hesitate to explore the wastes of 
bing exhausted theological controver 
sics. 
"The eighteenth century library of 
St. Edmund Hall Is worth visiting for 
the sake of its picturesque appearance 
and its diminutive size. 
It is situated 
above the chapel and Is approached by 
a narrow and tortuous staircase, on 
which, unless the visitor follows his 
guide very closely, there is some likeli­ 
hood of his being temporarily lost. 
The library is the smallest In Oxford — 
a little room with a gallery running 
round. 
Originally tile books were all 
on the walls, but recently some trans­ 
verse cases have been added, thus ren­ 
dering perambulation difficult 
It is a 
library for the sedentary only.”

We are told by the textbooks ca 
light that rt?d glass is red because It 
absorbs all the other rays of the spec­ 
trum and transmits only the red; that 
blue glass absorbs all except the blue. 
and so with glass of every other color. 
The fact that red glass superimposed 
upon blue glass transmits violet light 
seems in contradiction of this teaching, 
according to which tile red glass w*ould 
absorb all the blue and green light and 
transmit nothing but red to the blue, 
which, in turn, would absorb all the 
red. 
The reason for the violet light is that 
no red glass made is of sufficiently 
pure color to absorb all the blue and 
green waves and no blue glass is suf­ 
ficiently pure to absorb all the red and 
orange rays 
So the red transmits a 
certain amount of the blue and green 
and 
the 
blue 
transmits a 
certain 
amount of the red and orange. Enough 
of the blue rays come through the red 
glass and enough of the red ray* 
through the blue glass to make a uice 
violet or purple w hen the glasses ar* 
superimposed. 
The Scientific American describes a 
simple experiment by w'hicb you may 
prove the truth of the theory. 
Dis­ 
solve red aniline in amyl alcohol and 
copper chloride In dilute hydrochloric 
■cid. 
The one will give you a trans* 
parent red liquid that will actually ab­ 
sorb all the rays but the red; the other 
will give you a transparent greenish 
blue liquid that wdll absorb all the red 
and orange rays. 
If you mix the two 
liquids and shake them up they will 
turn black. 
But they will not stay 
mixed and will quickly separate again.

The premier's reference to the Ger­ 
man use of mines was listened to with 
breathless interest. The Germans, he 
insisted, had entirely Ignored ques­ 
tions of military or naval necessity in 
their anxiety to Injure British trade. 
Unheeding territorial limits, he said, 
they scattered mines about the North 
rea without any warning to neutrals. 
These mines, he alleged, were not 
constructed in accordance with the 
rulings of international lawr, in such a 
way that should they break loose from 
their moorings they would 
become 
harmless. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd­ 
ell corge pointed out that there was a 
deficiency above the estimates of the 
year of no less than $1,697,750,000, 
and that owing directly to the war 
there was a loss of revenue am ount­ 
ing to $59,250,000. To meet this it was 
necessary to find $2,676,250,000. 
As 
one means toward finding this sum, 
the chancellor proposed at one blow 
to double the Income tax. 
In addition 
to this it is proposed to add an addi­ 
tional tax on beer of approximately a 
cent a glass. 
It is feared that Great Britain’s ac­ 
tion may have a bad effect in Holland, 
whose friendship for Germany has 
been suspected for some time. 
If the 
shutting off of her commerce resulted 
In her Joining Germany no one would 
be greatly surprised.
